As proven this week, cold cases can be 
closed. 

An arrest four and a half years after 
the murder of Paula Gallant gives hope to 
families waiting for closure of their own. 

A1 and Carolyn MacCullough’s son 
Jason was 19 when he was shot in the 
back of the head from point-blank range. 

Jason was walking home, using a well- 
known shortcut on Pinecrest Drive in 
Dartmouth, at 2:30 a.m. on Aug. 28,1999. 

A1 said Thursday it was “good to see” 
police track down a suspect in the Gal¬ 
lant case. 

Carolyn added that it gave them “a lit¬ 
tle boost” to know there was an arrest in 
one of the cold cases. 

“It gives us hope that they’re not ignor¬ 
ing them,” she said. “We are still behind 
the cops and we know they’re doing what 
they can, we just wish they’d work a little 
faster.”

said the community and Gallant’s family 
played a significant role in keeping the 
case in the public eye and encouraging 
people to come forward with informa¬ 
tion. 

The Gallants are not alone in this ef¬ 
fort: every year the McCulloughs partici¬ 
pate in a march against violence in 
Dartmouth. 

The families of Jonathan Reader, who 
was murdered in 2005 in Clayton Park, 
and Tanya Brooks, who was killed in 2009 
in Halifax, hold similar awareness events. 

Carolyn said they’re not going any¬ 
where, and will keep waiting for new in¬ 
sights into their son’s case until the very 
end.

A three per cent rise in the 
city’s crime rate was most¬ 
ly driven by a spike in 
property crime, according 
to second quarter numbers 
released by Halifax Region¬ 
al Police on Thursday. 

Property crime, like 
theft and breaking and en¬ 
tering, rose by 10.4 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter, 
and 11.5 per cent so far in 
2010 . 

So despite an 8.6 per¬ 
cent reduction in the num¬ 
ber of violent crime this 
year, HRM’s total crime 
rate rose by three per cent. 

“We’re happy that vio¬ 
lent crime has gone down 
this quarter,” said police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter. 

“There’s still work to be

done. We would like the 
numbers across the board 
to be lower. But we said all 
along that we do experi¬ 
ence these spikes and 
peaks that do affect our 
numbers.” 

Palmeter said the rise in 
property crime was very 
strongly connected to a 
rise in thefts from vehi¬ 
cles, as well as thefts from 
homes. 

He said many of the 
home invasions were a re¬ 
sult of occupants leaving 
doors or windows un¬ 
locked.

Dexter 
backs trial 
of new MS 
treatment 

Premier Darrell Dexter has 
added his voice to a grow¬ 
ing chorus of support for a 
national clinical trial for a 
controversial treatment 
for multiple sclerosis. 

Dexter’s comments in 
favour of the province’s 
participation in a trial came 
in response to the Manitoba 
health minister, who wrote 
a letter to her provincial, 
federal and territorial coun¬ 
terparts seeking support for 
so-called liberation therapy. 

The treatment is based 
on a theory that narrowed 
neck veins cause blood- 
borne iron deposits to 
build up and damage brain 
cells, and that unblocking 
the veins will help people 
with MS. 

Dexter says his govern¬ 
ment would agree to a pro¬ 
gram that is led by the

Defining the plume 


A 35-kilometre invisible 
mist of oil is meandering 
far below the surface of 
the Gulf of Mexico, where 
it will probably loiter for 
months or more, U.S. sci¬ 
entists reported Thursday 
in the first conclusive evi¬ 
dence of an underwater 
plume from the BP spill. 

The most worrisome 
part is the slow pace at 
which the oil is breaking 
down in the cold, 4.5 C wa¬ 
ter, making it a long-last¬ 
ing but unseen threat to 
vulnerable marine life, ex¬ 
perts said. 

Earlier this month, top 
federal officials declared 
the oil in the spill was 
mostly “gone,” and it is 
gone in the sense you can¬ 
not see it. But the chemical 
ingredients of the oil per¬ 
sist more than 800 metres- 
beneath the surface, 


Leak 


About seven per cent of 
the oil from the leaked 
well went into this partic¬ 
ular plume, said Samantha 
Joye of the University of 
Georgia. 

► Oil Given the slow rate at 
which the oil is degrading 
in the cold water, she and 
others said it is too early to 
even think about closing 
the books on the spill: 

“The full environmental 
impacts of the spill will 
thus not be felt for some 
time." 


researchers found. 

And the oil is degrading 
at one-tenth the pace at 
which it breaks down at 
the surface. That means 


“the plumes could stick 
around for quite a while,” 
said study co-author Ben 
Van Mooy of the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Insti¬ 
tution in Massachusetts, 
which led the research 
published online in the 
journal Science.

Graham, a scientist at the 
Dauphin Island Sea Lab in 
Alabama who was not in¬ 
volved in the study, said: 
“We absolutely should be 
concerned that this mate¬ 
rial is drifting around for 
who knows how long.”

O Fears grow that Islamic extremists will recruit 
Pakistani flood victims © 20-million people affected 


Islamist terrorists may ex¬ 
ploit the chaos and miseiy 
caused by the floods in Pak¬ 
istan to gain new recruits, 
the country’s president 
warned Thursday — re¬ 
marks echoed by a leading 
U.S. senator who said Amer¬ 
ica would stand by its vital 
wartime ally during the cri¬ 
sis. 

The floods have affected 
20-million people and 
about one-fifth of Pakistan’s 
territory, straining its civil¬ 
ian government as it also 
struggles against al-Qaida 
and Taliban violence. Aid 
groups and the United Na¬ 
tions have complained that 
foreign donors have not 
been quick or generous 
enough given the scale of 
the disaster. 

“All these catastrophes 
give strength to forces who 
do not want a state struc¬ 
ture,” President Asif Ali 
Zardari said during a press

conference with John Kerry, 
chairman of the Senate For¬ 
eign Relations Committee, 
after the two visited some 
of the countiy’s hardest-hit 
areas and a relief camp.

“Like 
they would take the babies 
who have been made or¬ 
phans and take them to 
their camps and train them 
as the terrorists of tomor¬ 
row.”

enough, and Islamist chari¬ 
ties — at least one of which 
has alleged links to terror¬ 
ism — have been active in 
the flood-hit areas. 

More than three weeks 
after the floods first began, 
the U.S., Germany and Sau¬ 
di Arabia all announced 
new pledges of aid, while 
Japan said it would send 
helicopters to help distrib¬ 
ute food, water and medi¬ 
cine. 

The Asian Development 
Bank said it would redirect 
$2 billion of existing and 
planned loans for recon¬ 
struction. 

“If we don’t do it quick, 
if we don’t do it well, what 
will the Pakistani people 
think?” asked Juan Miran¬ 
da, the development bank’s 
director general for Central 
and West Asia. “We have to 
put eveiy road and every 
bridge back into the shape 
where they should be.” 



‘Take me to jail,’ said Toronto mayoral hopeful 


Toronto mayoral candidate 
Rob Ford revealed Thurs¬ 
day he was arrested in 
Florida in 1999 for driving 
under the influence and 
marijuana possession — 
one of several brushes with 
the law. 

A City of Miami police 
affidavit states Ford was 
nervous after being pulled 
over while seen driving ap¬ 
parently without having 
any lights on. 

When Ford, who had a 
strong smell of alcohol on 
his breath, stepped out of 
the vehicle, he took all of 
his money and threw it to 
the ground. 

“Go ahead, take me to 
jail,” he’s quoted by the po¬ 
lice report as saying. 

Ford, whom recent polls 
suggest is the front-runner 
to replace outgoing Mayor 
David Miller, held a news 
conference outside his of¬ 
fice Thursday about the in¬ 
cident. He said he wanted 
to “set the stoiy straight” 
after a newspaper report 
revealed he was charged 
with having a marijuana 
joint in his pocket. 

The pot possession 
charge was dropped, but 
Ford pleaded guilty to DUI 
for failing to give a breath 
sample to police. 

“I am not perfect. I have 
never claimed to be per¬ 
fect,” he said Thursday.

U.S. to China on

Richard Holbrooke, the 
U.S. special representative 
for Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, told the Asia 
Society in New York that 
the United States was the 
first and largest contribu¬ 
tor, and he challenged oth¬ 
er countries, especially 
Pakistan's close ally China, 
to “step up to the plate.” 

Holbrooke said “many 
billions” of dollars would 
be needed to help Pakistan 
rebuild. He spoke ahead of 
the UN General Assembly 
meeting to spotlight the 
immediate need for $460 
million for food, shelter 
and clean water. 

Pakistan is vital for 
America’s strategic goals 


of defeating militancy and 
stabilizing neighbouring 
Afghanistan so its troops 
can one day withdraw. 

Before the floods, Wash¬ 
ington had already com¬ 
mitted to spending $7.5 
billion over the next five 
years on humanitarian 
projects in Pakistan. 

That money already in¬ 
cluded plans to deal with 
infrastructure, water and 
power problems in Pak¬ 
istan, and Senator John 
Kerry said at least $200 
million would now be refo¬ 
cused toward tackling 
challenges in those and 
other areas directly posed 
by flooding.

Canada’s economy will 
continue to churn out 
growth, but the pace is set 
to slow further as the 
housing market cools and 
the U.S. economy falters, 
according to a Statistics 
Canada report released 
yesterday. 

The Statistics Canada 
leading economic indica¬ 
tor index — a monthly 
gauge of where the econo¬ 
my appears headed in the 
coming months — slowed 
to a 0.4 per cent increase 
in July, after a gain of 0.7 
per cent in June. 

That’s the smallest gain 
for the index recorded in 
more than a year. 

A cooling housing mar¬ 
ket will slow Canada’s 
economy going forward, 
but the figures still signal 
continuing growth. 

The housing index con¬ 
tinued to retreat from its 
recent highs, declining 4.1 
per cent.

Next weekend Going The 
Distance — yet another 
star-studded romantic com¬ 
edy — will be hitting 
screens headlined by Drew 
Barrymore and Justin Long.

was about the BP oil spill 
and I just felt they came 
along and violated us on 
top of everything else.” 

Lee also produced 
When the Levees Broke: A 
Requiem in Four Acts, af¬ 
ter Katrina struck in Au¬ 
gust 2005. That movie 
detailed the overwhelm¬ 
ing losses and the pain 
and suffering the hurri¬ 
cane and the breaching of 
the levees caused. 

“I have mixed feelings,” 
said Althea Pierce, 79, who 
lost everything in the Aug. 
29, 2005 storm, but has 
since rebuilt her house. 
“It's very painful to relive 
the storm, but I'm hopeful 
because of the progress 
we're making.” 

In the new movie, Lee 
returns five years later to 
see how plans to rebuild 
New Orleans have played 
out. 

The city has seen many 
areas rebuilt since the 
storm. There are still areas 
of New Orleans that re¬ 
main deserted, but the 
population, 450,000 before 
the hurricane, has grown 
to 380,000.

Frasier star 
connects with 
’60s in Flipped 

O John Mahoney played Kelsey Grammer’s dad in hit 
series O Actor prefers intuition to character research

Best known for his role as 
ornery Martin Crane on the 
long-running Frasier, John 
Mahoney has been a staple 
of film, TV and theatre — 
he got his start at Chicago’s 
Steppenwolf Theatre — for 
decades. 

And though he celebrat¬ 
ed his 70th birthday in 
June, Mahoney is still at it, 
with roles on Bum Notice 
and In Treatment and as 
wisdom-dispensing grand¬ 
father Chet Duncan in Rob 
Reiner’s new coming-of-age 
film, Flipped. Mahoney sat 
down with Metro to talk 
about how an actor pre¬ 
pares, balancing stage and 
screen work and the appeal 
of the early ’60s. 

How did you go about devel¬ 
oping your character for 
Flipped? 

I looked for what his 
flaws would’ve been, and I 
tried to layer in there that 
he liked to give a little ad¬ 
vice — and we all do, no 
matter what generation it 
is. You know, ‘When I was a 
kid, when I was this, when I 
was that. We never did 
that,’ or ‘We knew how to 
behave.’ But I just tried to 
make him as human as I 
could by layering in real or 
imagined self-aggrandizing 
more than anything else. 

But that was about it. I 
couldn’t put in any deep, 
dark secret past in there be¬ 
cause I just don’t think there 
was one. I didn’t want to 
manufacture anything. 


How much work do you do 
figuring out a character's 
backstory? 

You know, all actors 
work in different ways, and 
a lot of people do a lot of re¬ 
search. I don’t, to tell you 
the truth. I read the script 
and I memorize the lines, 
and then I think a little bit 
about the character. But I 
like to act intuitively. I like 
to just see what happens. I 
like to see how a line is said 
to me before I determine 
how I’m going to reply to 
that line. So it’s always new 
to me, whether it’s stage or 
screen or television. 

The book Flipped is based on 


isn't set in the 1960s, but the 
movie version is. Why do you 
think there's been so much 
fascination with that time pe¬ 
riod lately? 

I don’t know what it is. I 
think in the case of Flipped, 
the innocence of the period. 
It was just before so many 
cataclysmic things were 
happening — assassinations 
and invasions — I just think 
[director] Rob [Reiner] was 
looking for a beautiful time 
that he could explore inno¬ 
cence and decency before 
the world went crazy and 
before we became so tech¬ 
nologically obsessed and 
everything else. I mean, it 
was such an innocent age 
when you look back on it.

S teven Adler, the 
original drum¬

One stroke, two heart 
attacks, three botched 
suicide attempts, several 
trips to jail and twenty- 
eight overdoses on every¬ 
thing from heroin on 
down. 

He was so messed up 
that even by the 
standards of the depravity 
set by Guns N’ Roses in 
their heyday, he was too 
much for the rest of the 
band.

Start to finish: 30 min¬

Economic cookbook 


Besides a roof over our 
heads, food is another nec- 
essaiy item that can take a 
big bite out of monthly in¬ 
comes. 

That is unless we disci¬ 
pline ourselves to keep 
track of what we spend on 
food, says Lucy Beale, co-au¬ 
thor with Jessica Partridge 
of The Complete Idiot’s 
Guide to Eating Well on a 
Budget. 

“We wrote the guide be¬ 
cause of the past few years 
of economic difficulties,” 
says the wellness coach, 
who worked with her 
daughter-in-law, a food his¬ 
torian, on the book. 

“But it’s the kind of book 
that is universal because 
everybody could save mon¬ 
ey on food costs if they 
wanted to.” 

The two authors guide 
their readers through the 
basic setting up of a food 
budget while reminding 
them to get the whole fami- 



can’t keep the food costs 
down is because they are 
cooking less and less,” says 
Beale. 

Consequently in the 
cookbook section of the 
guide they offer recipes 
which are “specifically easy 
to use, make and give fewer 
directions. 

“We also used ingredi¬ 
ents which are often on sale 
or are more inexpensive.” 

Beale says one of the best 
ways to save money on food 
is to cook at home. 

“If you make a lasagna, 
make two and freeze one so 
you have it on hand.”

Clemens faces 
perjury charge 


O Latest in steroid saga sees former 
ace indicted by federal grand jury 


Seven-time Cy Young 
Award winner Roger 
Clemens was indicted by a 
federal grand jury Thurs¬ 
day for allegedly lying to 
Congress about using 
steroids and growth hor¬ 
mone. 

The criminal case writes 
a new chapter in one of Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball’s worst 
scandals, the rampant use 
of the banned substances. 

A six-count indictment 
alleges that Clemens ob¬ 
structed a congressional in¬ 
quiry with 15 different 
statements that he made 
under oath in 2008, includ¬ 
ing denials that he had 
ever used steroids or hu¬ 
man growth hormone. The 
indictment says that he
